Is Mr. G. W. Robertson's Opinion 
of New Mexico. 



The following letter to Mr. B. F. 
Neat, of Neatsburg, from Geo. W. 
Robertson, of Elida, N. M., is chuck 
full of information in regard to the land 
which is drawing so many good citizens 
away from Adair county. 

Elida, N. M., 12-12-06. 
Mr. B. F. Neat, 

Neatsburg, Ky. 
My Dear Sir: 

Your letter of recent date making in- 
quiry concerning the prospects of this 
country, to hand, and I will answer the 
best I can. 

Elida has doubled in population since 
July the 1st, and yet people are flock- 
ing in from everywhere. The real- 
estate men say the land for 20 miles in 
every direction has been filed on, but 
that relinquishments can be bought 
from $100 to $1,500, owing to the loca- 
tion, and deeded land from $1.0% t . 
$5,000 improvements and location con- 
sidered. Now Mr. Neat, you ask my 
opinion? I am well pleased with the 
country, and to prove my faith, will 
say, I am investing in town and have a 
bid on 320 acres of deeded land, and am 
only afraid I will not get it. Of course 
I do not want any of my friends to act 
from what 1 say, but I do not think 
any man would make a mistake in com- 
ing here. One piece of deeded land 1 
mile East of town sold last Saturday 
for $3,400. 

Our bank, The First National, which 
opened its doors on the 28th of May, 
now has a deposit of $70 000. If you 
come we want your business, and I 
guarantee you will be treated right. 

I will be in Kentucky in January or 
February for a short visit. 

I will send you a statement of Mr. 
Frank Taylor's, who lives two miles 
East of Elida, and you can see what he 
says of this country. Corn is selling at 
60c per bushel; Kaffir corn at $6 per 
ton. By dilligent inquiry I have learn- 
ed that we can grow everything here 
that Kentucky produces, except grass 
and tobacco. It is claimed that New 
Mexico will be a cotton producing State, 
one man getting i bale this year. 

My house is completed, and is being 
occupied by the Grissom boys and their 
sister, until they get a dwelling erect- 
ed, after which it will be used by my 
son, Fred. My house is open to all my 
Kentucky friends. Regards to all,

Was the Burning of the Business 
House and Store at Mell, Ky. 



The store building and its contents, 
belonging to the Farmer's Mercantile 
Co., at Mell, was destroyed by fire last 
Monday evening.

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FROM OAKLAND, CALIFORNIA. 

Editor News: 

If you will allow me a little 
space in your columns. I will at- 
tempt to give you a few of the 
happenings, and also tell you 
what I have seen during my 
stay in California. 

Oakland is only five miles from 
Frisco, and any ore can catch a 
ferry boat every 20 minutes 
across the Bay. The. Southern 
Pacific Company have cars that 
will take you to the ferries, and 
there is also an electric l ; ne that 
runs out across the bay about 
three miles, and there makes 
connection with ferry boats, so 
this almost makes Frisco and 
Oakland as one, only five miles 
of water between. 

There is not much need of me 
attempting to tell anything 
about the ruined city, only it is 
as bad at you can possibly pict- 
ure it in your imagination. Peo- 
ple who have never viewed the 
ruins, think newspapers have 
quoted it wrong, but after they 
spend a day or so in Frisco they 
will certainly change their minds 
when they see 20 square miles of 
wreck and ruin, which amounts 
to about $25,000,000, and the 
number of persons rendered 
homeless about 75,000. The 
people who were indeed home- 
less and without money, fell to 
the mercies of the people of the 
United States, and you might 
say the whole world. They still 
live in tents and temporary quar- 
ters, and the question now is, 
how are the authorities going to 
get the people who are living in 
the parks and other places to 
find more suitible homes? Fris- 
co is rebuilding beyond any ones 
expectations. Carpenters r e- 
c e i v e $5 for 8 hours, and I 
could not tell how many carpen- 
ters there are in Frisco and Oak- 
land, but I think there are about 
5,000, and you can imagine the 
amount of money being spent 
for labor. I will close for this 
time, hoping to be able to see my 
old Adair county friends some- 
time, and tell them all about 
Frisco.
